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1942 Rosenberg Scholarship Announced 

Art Association Broadens Field for Applicants 


The President and the Board 
of Directors of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Association announce 
the third Abraham Rosenberg 
Traveling Scholarship Award. 
While the Scholarship formerly 
was given only in painting and 
sculpture, the Scholarship for 1942 will in¬ 
clude any subjects taught at the California 
School of Fine Arts. Among these are paint¬ 
ing, sculpture, mural painting, mosaic, design, 
crafts, lithography and decoration. 

To foster art in America, the late Abraham 
Rosenberg generously bequeathed in trust to 
the Board of Directors of the San Francisco 
Art Association, an endowment fund to be 
given in Scholarships (amounting to $1500.00 
annually) to gifted artists for extended study 
in the fine arts. Its purpose is to assist excep¬ 
tional persons who have already demonstrated 
their ability to accomplish distinguished crea¬ 
tive work of professional standing. 

The purpose of the Rosenberg Scholarship 
has been furthering the development of the 
creative artist, and, while it has been given 
for travel, it is clearly understood that it is 
not necessarily a traveling scholarship. The 
artist is urged to work out a plan for presen¬ 
tation which touches his particular problems 
and is of vital importance for his own further 
development. It is open only to artists who 
have carried their work to a stage where it 
may be recognized as individual achievement. 

General terms of the Scholarship require 
that the applicant has been registered in the 
California School of Fine Arts for at least 
two semesters, and shall have completed orig¬ 
inal work in the fine arts. Applicants shall be 
between 25 and 35 years of age, although ex¬ 
ceptional persons over 35 years will be con¬ 
sidered. 

A Committee of Selection will examine ap¬ 
plicants. The Board of Directors will then 
make the award and will determine the amount 
of the Scholarship according to the require¬ 


ments of the selected applicant’s program. 

Applicants must apply for Scholarships in 
accordance with instructions contained in a 
form which will be supplied by writing to the 
San Francisco Art Association, 800 Chestnut 
Street, San Francisco. The closing date for 
receiving applications will be March 31, 1942.

A class in camouflage has been announced 
by the California School of Fine Arts. Engi¬ 
neers, architects and artists will comprise the 
membership. It will be conducted under Army 
supervision.

Red Cross Sponsors Competitions 

Closing Date for Entries March 18, 1942 


he American Red Cross is spon¬ 
soring competitions for (1) 
Posters and (2 ) Realistic Visual 
Records. They will be used for 
display and reproduction in 
publications. . . . For works 
purchased for nation wide dis¬ 
play the Red Cross will pay $300 for each 
item, whether painting, water color or print, 
the artist to make any change necessary. The 
Red Cross will own the copyright and in the 
case of prints the original stone, plate or block. 

For works used only in publications the Red 
Cross will pay $40 for oil sketches or water 
colors; $20 for drawings; $10 for prints. 
Work will be selected by the following jury: 
Olin Dows, Charles Coiner, Edward Rowan, 
Holger Cahill, G. Stewart Brown and Forbes 
Watson. 

Work must not be glassed or framed. All 
work must be signed. All media (except pastel) 
are eligible. All work, except posters, must be 
submitted in white or cream mats. All work 
must be double matted or backed with card 
board in order to protect the picture and pre¬ 
vent separation from the mat. Mats must be 
uniformly 24" x 30"; 20" x 26"; 16" x 20". 
Posters must be submitted on board thick 
enough to stand and shall be 14" x 20" in¬ 
cluding lettering. 

On the back of each item and on back of 
the mat the title of work and name and address 
of artist must be printed. In addition, a 3-inch 
by 5-inch card with name and address of artist, 
typewritten, must be inclosed. 

No lettering or drawing may be superim¬ 
posed on Red Cross Symbol. 

All work must be submitted to Section of 
Fine Arts, Public Bldg. Administration, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., postmarked on or before March 
18, 1942, and marked “American Red Cross 
Competition.” All work not accepted will be 
returned C. O.D. to competitor, unless com¬ 
petitor writes to the contrary to the Section 
of Fine Arts. 

The Red Cross hopes to sponsor traveling 
shows of work not purchased by them and will 
endeavor to stimulate sales. If artists do not 
wish their work included in these exhibitions, 
mention of this should be stated on card at¬ 
tached to picture. 

A few suggestions as to subject matter for 
painting are: (1 ) The People in Democracy; 
(2 ) Partnership of the Millions in Our Country 
in the War Effort; (3) Purpose and Activities 
of the Red Cross; (4) Universal Appeal of 


the Red Cross; (5) The Workers, which in¬ 
clude besides the familiar uniformed women 
of urban communities, the farm women, miners, 
stevedores, etc. Underlying all, the artist should 
try to suggest the human compassion and cour¬ 
age that is a driving force of the Red Cross 
activities. (6) Men’s participation, such as 
men working in disaster relief. (7) Military 
and Naval Welfare, such as Field Directors 
with troops, etc.; (8) The International Front, 
such as help to foreign countries where the 
fight is toughest; (9) Technical Skills, such 
as medical workers, disaster technicians, etc.; 
(10) Civilian Defense.

Museum Plans Special Programs 

Diversion and recreation may be obtained 
any day at the San Francisco Museum of Art. 
Courses, talks, movies, and painting for fun 
offer means of relieving the strain of war 
efforts. On Mondays amateur photographers 
meet, discuss, and show their prints, slides and 
movies at the Photo Forum. The same evening 
there is a course of illustrated lectures on 
landscape painting of all ages. From 7:00 
P. M. to 10:00 on Tuesdays David Park con¬ 
ducts a shop where anyone may drop in to 
paint for the fun of it. Wednesday mornings, 
afternoons, and evenings, the popular classes 
in flower arrangement meet. On Wednesday 
evenings there is a public lecture on art. 

Thursday evenings a course of talks and 
actual experiments provide an introduction to 
the ways of art. On Fridays, both afternoon 
and evening, memorable movies of Europe 
and America are shown. Children spend Satur¬ 
day mornings at the Museum painting, draw¬ 
ing and modelling in clay for the sheer pleasure 
it affords them. On Sunday afternoons there 
is always a public lecture on some interesting 
phase of art. 

This program will change throughout the 
year to admit new courses on various topics 
such as Interior Decoration, Movie Criticism, 
and many others. All these activities are meant 
to supplement the many exhibitions of art that 
appear at the San Francisco Museum of Arl 
during the year.

Artists and the War 

Bay Region artists are spending 
as much time on Civilian De¬ 
fense, Red Cross activities and 
War Relief as they are in their 
studios. Some studios are prac¬ 
tically deserted in cases where 
the artists are devoting full time 
to defense industries and specialized crafts. 

Artists who are serving regularly with the 
Red Cross include Ruth Cravath Wakefield, in 
the department of Information and Inquiry; 
Caroline Martin, Motor Corps, Zygmund Saze¬ 
vich and Helen Oldfield who have designed 
charts for Red Cross use. 

Helen Forbes, Marian Cunningham, Sonya 
Noskowiak and Leah Hamilton have con¬ 
cluded the Air Raid Precaution Teachers 
course. Helen Forbes is also serving in the 
Civilian Defense Headquarters interviewing 
applicants. 

Vivika Timiarasieff, Mary Hyatt and Nell 
Sinton are volunteers in the Airplane Inter¬ 
ception Service, U. S. Army. 


Malette Dean, who has devoted part of his 
time in recent years to the designing and build¬ 
ing of modern furniture is working at the 
Richmond Shipbuilding Co. as a joiner. Tim¬ 
othy Wulff is working as coppersmith in an 
Oakland defense industry plant. 

Elliott Sandow is making moulds for insu¬ 
lators at the Westinghouse Electric Co., Emery¬ 
ville. Ernest Stoltz is a blue print reader at 
Moore Dry Dock. 

Dave Turnbull is conducting classes in 
camouflage at the College of Arts and Crafts, 
Oakland. Jacques Schnier is making a study 
of camouflage. 

Moya Del Pino has been appointed Air Raid 
Warden for Ross Valley, and John Langley 
Howard is serving in Mill Valley in the same 
capacity. 

Ray Bethers and Malette Dean are respon¬ 
sible for the insignias for air raid shelters now 
used in public buildings. The Open Air Art 
Group designed the posters used by the North 
Beach Disaster Relief Society. Rose Pauson, 
who spends part of each year in Phoenix, Ariz., 
is working with the Red Cross in that locality. 

Victor Arnautoff has been devoting every 
spare moment to Russian War Relief. The date 
of completion for his mural for the South 
San Francisco Post Office has been extended 
by the Section of Fine Arts to meet present 
exigencies. Many of the Art Association lay 
and artist members have generously served as 
sponsors for Russian War Relief activities. 
The central artist committee, assisting Arnau¬ 
toff on Russian War Relief, includes Zygmund 
Sazevich, Moya Del Pino, Lucien Labaudt, 
Ralph Stackpole, Reuben Kadish and Mildred 
Rosenthal. Dong Kingman has donated one of 
his finest water colors to be raffled for the 
benefit of the Russian War Relief. 

Meanwhile, art continues to hold its place. 
Dorr Bothwell is engaged on another mural 
decoration for Manning’s Coffee House, the 
fourth for this firm. Dorothy Puccinelli has 
joined the staff at the California Palace of the 
Legion of Honor. Erie Loran is acting as 
chairman of the Art Department, University of 
California, in the absence of Prof. Stephen 
Pepper, away on Sabbatical leave. Glenn 
Wessels has been made assistant professor at 
the State College of Washington at Pullman, 
Washington. 

John Haley, on semi Sabbatical leave from 
the University of California, is on a painting 
trip in Arizona. Marian Simpson has been 
invited to exhibit at the Exhibition of Northern 
California Water Colors, Foundation of West¬ 
ern Art, Los Angeles. 

The Buchholz Gallery, New York, has in- 
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vited Jane Berlandina to exhibit oils there in 
the fall. An oil by Berlandina, White Iris , was 
recently purchased by the Metropolitan Mu¬ 
seum, New York. 

Karl Kasten, youngest member of the Faculty 
of the California School of Fine Arts, ap¬ 
pointed to teach techniques and materials in 
August, 1941, has been called for service in 
the army, leaving January 29th. Robert Bach, 
President of the Alumni Assoc., California 
School of Fine Arts, is with the American 
forces in Honolulu since last summer. Bach 
recently held a one man show at the Honolulu 
Museum.

U. S. Government Seeks 
Lithographers 

Topographic maps are needed for military 
operations—nautical charts for our Navy and 
Merchant Marine — aeronautical charts for 
military aviation and for pilot training. Map 
and chart making agencies of the Government 
are seeking skilled lithographers to produce 
the maps needed by our Army, Navy and 
Merchant Marine. 

The Civil Service Commission just an¬ 
nounced an examination to secure lithograph¬ 
ers (artistic or mechanical) for positions 
paying from $1,440 to $2,000 a year. Because 
of the demand for qualified eligibles, applica¬ 
tions will be accepted by the Commission until 
further notice. A written test will not be given; 
applicants will be rated on their education and 
experience. If you are qualified and available, 
apply today! 

For ALL grades, applicants must have had 
9 months skilled, paid experience in a litho¬ 
graphic shop, in one or more operations used 
in lithographic reproduction work. In addition 
to this experience, for all but the junior grade 
positions, additional experience is required in 
one specialized phase of lithographic repro¬ 
duction work, such as negative engraving, 
platemaking, work on plates or stones, press 
work, or other operations. 

For the 9 months skilled experience re¬ 
quired, applicants may substitute (a) 6 

months’ course at a lithographic school; (b) 
one year college study which included 6 
semester hours in lithography; (c) one year 
appropriate night school or technical institute 
study; or (d) a U. S. approved defense train¬ 
ing course in lithography. Applications will 
be accepted from persons who are now taking 
the college or technical institute study. 

Examination announcements and applica¬ 
tion forms may be obtained at first- and second- 
class post offices or from the Civil Service 
Commission, Washington, D. C. 
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
